as  its  name  implies,  originated  in  England. 
Over  there  it  has  been  used  extensively  for 
years  on  Country  Places,  Farms,  Breeding 
Establishments,  Hunting  Lodges  and,  in 
fact,  wherever  a  fence  is  required,  both  as  a 
barrier,  and  for  decorative  purposes. 

Some  years  ago,  a  prominent  American 
breeder,  on  a  visit  to  England  in  search  of 
seed  stock,  was  so  favorablv  impressed  by 
the  ruggedness,  attractive  design,  rustic 
beautv,  and  the  manv  wavs  in  which  En?- 
lish  Hurdle  Fence  could  be  used,  that  he 
had  several  hundred  panels  shipped  to  his 
place  in  this  countrv. 

Since  its  introduction  to  the  United  States, 
hurdle  fence  has  rapidly  grown  in  popu- 
larity, and  today  it  is  used  on  manv  of  the 
finest  and  most  up-to-date  farms,  breeding 
establishments,  private  estates,  suburban 
homes,  and  countrv  clubs.  On  pages  ii.  and 
13  will  be  found  the  names  of  some  users  of 
English  Hurdle  Fence  in  various  parts  of 
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the  country,  which  we  believe  is  sufficient 
evidence  of  its  quality.  You,  too,  will  find 
it  an  ideal  fence  for  your  property.  It  fills 
a  long-felt  need  for  a  wooden  fence  which 
will  satisfactorily  inclose  horses,  cattle  and 
sheep,  and  at  the  same  time  add  to  the 
beauty  and  attractiveness  of  your  property. 

On  the  pages  immediately  following  this 
foreword  are  illustrations  of  various  uses 
of  English  Hurdle  Fence  on  the  Estate  of 
the  gentleman  who  introduced  it  to  the 
United  States.  No  doubt,  the  pictures  may 
suggest  ways  in  which  this  fence  can  be 
used  to  advantage  on  your  own  place. 
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XiRST  we  come  to  the 
owner's  residence,  a  stately  mansion  in  the 
Elizabethan  style,  surrounded  by  a  well- 
kept  lawn  and  fine  old  trees,  inclosed  by 
English  Hurdle  Fence.  To  the  trespasser  or 
the  intruder,  it  is  a  barrier.  To  the  visitor 
or  passer-by,  it  is  an  harmonious  part  of 
the  ensemble  of  lawns  and  buildings.  Eng- 
lish Hurdle  Fence  lends  a  new  note  of  dig- 
nity and  seclusion.  It  is  a  tasteful  setting 
for  the  most  elaborate  home,  hxing  the 
boundaries  of  the  property,  and  giving  the 
inclosed  area  added  exclusiveness.

Several  hundred  yards 
away  is  the  Horse  Barn,  with  its  paddocks. 
Here  we  see  English  Hurdle  Fence  doing 
its  everyday  work.  Among  other  uses,  we 
see  the  fence  making  a  temporary  paddock 
for  a  fine  mare  and  her  foal.  They  are  effec- 
tively shut  off  from  the  other  stock.  The 
mare  is  kept  quiet  and  happy — her  foal  can 
romp  and  play  to  its  heart's  content  with- 
out danger  of  harm.  Our  5-rail  heavy  type 
hurdlefenceisthe  ideal  inclosurefor  horses. 
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BLOW  is  shown  the 
cow  barn,  wherein  is  housed  a  choice  herd 
of  registered  Guernseys.  Note  the  exercise 
paddocks  close  to  the  barn.  Test  cows  are 
turned  out  daily  for  several  hours  all  year 
round.  During  the  winter  months,  young 
stock  also  use  these  paddocks  while  the 
stables  are  being  cleaned.  English  Hurdle 
Fence  is  successfully  used  by  many  breeders 
to  make  individual  paddocks  for  cows 
approaching  calving  time. 
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.HE    SUPERINTENDENT 

occupies  the  residence  shown  below,  in- 
closed by  English  Hurdle  Fence.  If  desired, 
honeysuckle  or  rambler  rose  bushes  can  be 
planted  alongside  the  fence,  and  add  much 
charm  and  beauty  when  in  bloom. 

English  Hurdle  Fence  is  also  being  used 
extensively  bv  owners  of  suburban  homes. 
Its  rustic,  hand-made  appearance  blends 
with  the  country  surroundings.  The  ease  of 
erecting  it,  together  with  the  fact  that  it 
never  requires  painting,  is  a  feature  worth 
considering.  Many  people  use  it  in  place  of 
a  hedge — the  original  price  being  about 
equal. 
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.ART  OF  this  estate  is 
leased  to  a  Hunt  Club,  where  English  Hur- 
dle Fence  is  called  on  for  heavy  duty.  It  is 
used  for  laying  out  the  racetrack,  steeple- 
chase course,  jumps,  etc.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  illustration  above  that  most  of 
the  audience  is  standing  on  the  fence,  not 
beside  it.  Our  improved  heavy  5-rail  fence 
is  especially  suited  for  use  on  Club  grounds 
as  it  can  easily  be  taken  up  after  the  races 
or  meeting  and  stored  until  again  needed. 
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Description  of  Fence 
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'NGLisH  Hurdle  Fence  is 
hand-made  throughout,  of  split  chestnut  timber, 
giving  it  great  strength  and  a  rustic,  old-fashioned 
appearance.  It  is  sold,  ready  to  erect,  in  panels 
or  sections,  8  feet  x  inches  long  (12.  panels  =  100 
lineal  feet).  English  Hurdle  Fence  is  made  in  two 
heights.  The  5 -rail  (4  feet  high  when  erected)  is 
generally  used  for  inclosing  horses  and  cattle.  The 
4-rail  (3^4  feet  high  when  erected)  is  especially 
suited  for  sheep  fencing,  party  line  fences,  inclos- 
ing bungalows,  or  any  place  where  height  is  not 
essential .  In  all  other  respects  the  two  are  identical . 

Gates  to  match  the  fence  are  made  in  two  sizes: 
Wagon  size  10  feet  wide,  and  passage  gates  3^2 
feet  wide.  Both  are  equipped  with  special  "two- 
wav"  hinges. 

The  bottoms  of  all  posts  are  treated  with  PRO- 
TEXOL,  a  very  effective  wood  preservative.  This 
is  the  same  material  used  by  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph companies  on  poles,  and  bv  railroads  for 
preserving  ties.  Tests  of  fence  posts  thus  treated 
show  them  to  be  in  good  condition  after  ten  years' 
service.  As  the  life  of  a  wooden  fence  depends  on 
how^  long  the  posts  will  last,  this  is  a  most  impor- 
tant feature. 

English  Hurdle  Fence  is  portable.  It  can  be  moved 
from  place  to  place,  if  desired,  or  taken  up  and 
stored  until  needed  again.  It  will  do  everything 
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required  of  a  country  fence,  besides  adding  to  the 
beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  property  on  which 
it  is  installed. 

Owners  of  suburban  homes  and  country  places  are 
large  users  of  English  Hurdle  Fence  for  inclosing 
grounds,  party  line  fences,  garden  fences,  tree 
boxes,  along  driveways,  etc. 

Farms  and  Breeding  Establishments  use  English 
Hurdle  Fence  for  laying  out  and  dividing  helds; 
for  pasturing  horses,  cattle  and  sheep,  and  for 
making  separate  paddocks  and  runways  for  special 
occasions. 

Hunt  Clubs  and  Country  Clubs  find  English  Hur- 
dle Fence  most  useful  for  laying  out  running 
tracks  and  steeplechase  courses,  for  making  jumps, 
and  to  keep  automobiles  from  parking  on  the 
front  lawns.

ENGLISH  HURDLE  FENCE  IS 

shipped  to  you  in  panels  or  sections,  com- 
pletely assembled,  and  ready  to  erect.  Two 
ordinary  laborers  can  set  up  500  to  600  feet 
of  fence  in  a  day,  using  just  a  crowbar, 
pointed  shovel,  and  mallet. 

Dig  a  hole  10  inches  in  diameter  bv  18 
inches  deep.  Set  two  posts  in  each  hole 
(except  at  starting  point).  Throw  dirt  back 
in  opening,  tamp  down  hard,  until  bottom 
rail  is  about  3  inches  off  the  ground,  and 
lock  panels  together  with  wooden  pegs 
furnished  for  that  purpose. 

English  Hurdle  Fence  never  needs  paint- 
ing, since  it  looks  best  when  weather- 
beaten.  It  is  portable,  and  can  be  easily 
taken  up  and  used  elsew^here  if  desired. 
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Ho%u  to  Order 

1.  Do  you  want  the  5-rail  or  the  4-rail  fence? 

The  5-rail  fence  (4  feet  high  when  set)  is  best  for  inclos- 
ing livestock,  or  for  general  farm  use. 

The  4-rail  fence  (3 J  4  feet  high  when  set)  is  suitable  for 
suburban  residences,  etc.,  as  shown  in  photo  below. 

2.  State  number  of  panels  desired.  Each  panel  is  8  feet  2. 
inches  long.  12.  panels  equal  100  lineal  feet  of  fence.  The 
average  freight  car  holds  12.0  panels  (1000  lineal  feet). 

3.  Do  you  want  any  gates? 
Passage  gates  are  3^  feet  wide. 
Wagon  gates  are  10  feet  wide. 

4.  Give  name  of  your  freight  station,  and  on  what  railroad 
it  is  located. 

5.  State  approximately  when  you  would  like  to  receive  the 
English  Hurdle  Fence  you  are  ordering. 
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
